A manftfiicturcr may be •compelled

Usually to be deducti- 


ble as a loss, the assets upon which 
the|loss_has been sustained must have 
completely disappeared as a resour- 
ce to the taxpayer. 


If a taxpayer demolishes a build- 


ing used in his trade or business and 
replaces it, he may" deduct the loss 
sustained, 
including a 
reasonable 


allowance for depreciation and sal- 
vage, jf any. But if he acquires as 
the -site of a new building land oc- 
cupied by ,an old building, demoli- 
tion of the old building: is not conr 
sidered a loss. 
Expenditure in 


such connection is ^an investment of 
capital, therefore, not deductible. 


Losses 
connected with transac- 


tions" entered into profit," not con- 
nected with* the taxpayer's trade or 
business, must conform closely to 
the wording of the statute to be al- 
lowed. For example, a lawyer may 
purchase,a warehouse with the ob- 
ject of deriving an in-sonic from the 
rental. A physician buys shares of 
stock on which he hopes to make 
a profit. Both sustain losses upon a 
subsequent sale, which are deductible.

free from alcohol. They are said to 
: ell il like grape juice, shipping it in 
ciild storage to any point in the 
Knifed States. When it leaves their 
hands, it is-perfectly innocuous.

up is in cold storage, however, with 
flip result that when finally 'Consumed 
in a grape soda, it (has a powerful
